High Cost of 
Electrification ‘ 

Editor, Bulletin.--I noticé in 
the papers that the member mov- 
ing the reply to the speech from 
the throne expressed great satis- 
faction over the progress made 
in rural electrification in Alberta 
during the past year. I want to 
say that his satisfaction is not 
shared by the majority of the 
rural people of Alberta. 

It is quite true that farms in 
the more favored districts are 
being electrified at a fair rate, 
but it is also true that this is 
being done on a basis which lacks 
any systematic plan and which, 
moreover, loads the whole cost 
of the lines on to the farmer. 
The high cost of this, which now 
averages fram $900 to $1,100 per 
farm, makes it impossible for the 
poorer farmers to come into the 
scheme at present. Many of the 
men who fought for Canada in 
the last war have to be left off 
because of the hfEh cost. 

Actually the socalled plan 
under which electrification is 

in Alberta, is nothing 
to brag about. It leaves the power 
companies in control, and allows 
them to continue to extract high 
profits from their present lines 
while completely dodging their 
responsibilities in the financing 
of rural lines. 

I claim that if the power com- 
panies are to be allowed to con 
tinue to dominate the situation 
in Alberta, then they should be 
required to build the necessary 
network of rural lines at their 
own expense to give service to 
the rural areas. Why should a 
farmer have to build his own line 
amy more than the residents of 
towns and villages who are never 
asked to put up money for the 
building of lines down their par- 
ticular street? Farmers in Al- 
berta have good reason to be dis- 
satisfied with the power com- 
panies plan for Alberta and they 
are.

The ‘rump of the historic king- 
dom of Korea that was left after 
Moscow got through transform- 
ing the northern half into a 
Soviet satellite, South Korea 
occupies a dangerously exposed 
salient on the firing line of the 
bitter global struggle between 
Russia and the free world. 

For that reason, as well as be- 
cause of the acute economic and 
political difficulties that have 
plagued the area since the end 
of the Pacific war, few observers 
Save the new Korean republic, 
after it was set up in the summer 
of 1948, much of a chance to 
survive, 

Yet 2 miracle has come to press. 
The Korean republic has sur- 
vived. It continues to be faced 
with grave dangers from within 
and even more from without. It 
is now surrounded by Commu- 


mist-dominated areas on three 
sides 
By and large, however, its 


plight is no worse and in certain 
important respects is much /et- 
ter than it was a year ago. 


Potent 
Weapon 

As EAC Administrator Paul 
Hoffman pointed out in a state- 
ment he made the other day: 
“The yearold Republic of Korea 
offers impressive proof that the 
Marshal! Pian is indeed a potent 
weapon for peace. With minimum 
outside aid, the people of Korea 
have fought back from the 
economic and political collapse 
which threatened their divided 
country at the end of World War 
= 

Hoffman cited the fact that 
crop production has been raised 
from a famine level to the point 
where South Korea now has ex- 
portable surpluses, coal pro- 
duction has been expanded, the 
railroads rehabilitated and miss- 
ing electric power (the power 
plants were in North Korea) 
created to serve the industrial 
needs of the nation 

In view of this hopeful record 
it would have been little short 
of a major tragedy if the House 
of Representatives had not re- 
versed itself and finally agreed 
to authorize $60,000,000 in aid 


been able to swing the party 
farther to the left. If Mr. Attlee 
tries that now, the right-wing 
elements can easily stop him by 
supporting the 


opposition. 

Mr. Attlee might be able to 
whip many followers into line— 
but it is difficult to do so when 
even four can capsize the ship.

But will the left- 
wingers face realities and swal- 
jow their hopes. That has never 
been a characteristic of left- 
wing politicians. They seem too 
ready to force the issue even if 
it means a wreck. 

This, coupled with Aneurin 
Bevan and his undoubted hopes, 
raises the possibility that, he 
might easily take over the left- 
wing from Labor as Ramsay Mac- 
donald did from the Liberals. A 
split in the Attlee government 
becomes a distinct possibility if 
Mr. Attlee refuses to go along 
with left-wing policies, 


Control 
Radicals 

But suppose he does manage to 
keep the radicals in line and 
adopts the more traditional Brit- 
ish ‘just left of centre.’ Such a 
policy is exactly what the Conser- 
vatives have been demanding. 
Therefore such a move would 
either play right into the hands 
of the Conservatives and alien- 
ate many of his Labor followers, 
or else it would mean that he 
would avoid any major issues by 
doing nothing, 

Such a policy has been used 
before now, but it is not kind 
of policy one uses when four by- 
elections can change control. 

Thus, with -rv+ial by-elections 
facing him in the near future, 
Mr. Attlee has three choices. He 
can swing left and precipitate 
his defeat. He can swing right, 
and lose not only his power but 
a large portion of his purty. He 


* can mark time and watch his sup- 


port dissolve in a sea of apathy. 
They are all bad and the only ale 
ternative is worse. He might at- 
tempt to bribe other parties with 
special considerations and politi- 
cal plums. That would be disas- 
trous. 

Regardless of party, it would 
seem that the sooner Britain can 
hold another election and secure 
a stable government, the better 
for the British people, and for the 
Western nations.

Let us make no mistake about 
it: that loun is a gamble. Given 
the vast riches of Indonesia there 
is no reason why the new re- 
public could not ultimately repay 
the loan, But it is still an open 
question whether it can achieve 
real political stability in the 
months ahead. 

However, we cannot afford to 
sit by and wait to see what hap- 
pens. It is imperative that we 
help the Indonesians, so far as 
we can, restore their economy, 
With a sound economy, the ase 
sumption is that thelr political 
difficulties will greatly ease. The

In Indo-China we now have no 
choice other than to throw all 
the support we can behind the 
Bao Dai regime. 

That regime is admittedly wob- 
bly. Its popular support is un- 
certain.

Canadian Mines Spend 
$151 Millions at Home 


TORONTO — Canadian meta! 
mines are now spending over $151 
million, or nearly 30 cents of every 
dollar of revenue each year, for the 
products of other Canadian indus- 
tries. The figures, published here, 
were compiled by the Canadian 
Metal Mining Association. 

Inciuded are purchases of pro- 
ducing gold and non-ferrous base 
metal mines. A mine. is classed as 
a gold mine by statute when 70 per 
cent or more of its production is 
gold. Non-ferrous base meta! mines 
are those producing primarily such 
metals as nickel, copper, lead and 
zine but not iron. 

Because these figures are based 
on the purchases of producing 
mines, they do not include the origi- 
nal capital expenditures made be- 
fore a mine is brought into produc- 
tion 

For instance, $3 million was spent 
a Campbell Red Lake gold mine, 
much of it on materials, before an 
ounce of gold was produced 

At East Suilivan mine, $5.5 mil- 
lion was spent before production 
Started 

Expenditures for mines under- 
going initial development include 
considerable amounts for such 
items as lumber, timber, building 
products, tools and machinery. 

Industries producing these and 
other p ameytins an anpacles are expected to haan 


up close to $150 million in sales to 
iron and titanium mines within the 
next few years as production at 
new mines gets under way and 
established producers are expand- 
ed. Although this market will level 
out, iron and titanium mines will 
supply a steady market for other 
Canadian industries. 

As for the day-to-day material 
and equipment purchases of Cana- 
dian meta] mines in 1948, statistics 
are based on returns from mines 
which account for more than half 
of Canada's gold production and 
four-fifths of the non-ferrous base 
metal These figures have been 
projected to reach the 100% total. 

The table shows for instance, 
that six cents of every dollar of 
revenue earned by metal mines 
went for freight and express, for 
a total of $31 million. It would be 
enough to ship a fully loaded train 
274 miles long from Halifax to 
Vancouver. 

Producing metal mines spent $10 
million on, hydro-electric power— 
enought to supply the industrial 
city of Hamilton for two years. 

The $154 million spent by the 
mines on coal and coke would be 
enough to heat every house and 
apartment building in Winipeg, 
Regina, Calgary and Edmonton 
for one year.
